Dr. Sigmund Smith, President 
of Broome Community College 
revealed his ‘‘blueprint for 
action” during a meeting with 
the faculty, on March 22, 1973. 
Being in office only eight weeks 
he touched upon topics that were 
hiding in closets on campus for 
years. The word ‘‘change’”’ did 
not frighten this new 
administrator in the least. 
According to Marvin Behr, 
Public Relations Director, Dr. 
Smith noted the following 
plaaned changes: 

— Administrative 
reorganization, in which three 
Vice-Presidents would be 
directly responsible to him. 
These would be in the areas of 
academic affairs, student 
affairs, and administrative 
affairs. 

— Four deans would be 
responsible to the vice-president 
for academic affairs — one each 
in the areas of liberal arts, health 
sciences, business science, and 
engineering technology. 
_Department chairmen would be 
responsible to their respective 
deans. The — engineering 
department would be divided into 
two — a - Mathematics 
department, and a physics and 
engineering department. 

—~ — The CONSULTATIVE 
PROCESS will be used in filling 


all positions and in making key ~ 


decisions, with the result that no 
department head or dean or vice- 
president will be named or hold 
office ‘‘without the blessing of the 
people for whom he or she has

leadership responsibility.” 

Thus, the president asked for 
undated letters of resignation 
from all department chairmen, 
and he directed the faculty in 
each department to begin the 
process of recommending a 
chairman to the president. “I 
shall reserve the right to reject 
any nomination,’’ President 
Smith said, “so this is not an 
election.”’ 

“We may continue to have 
some of our same department 
chairmen, and we undoubtedly 
will have some changes. I hope to 
have this process completed by 
June ist and to have our new 
organization functioning by this 
September.” 

— CUURICULUM REFORM 
will include a changeover from 
the current quarter terms to the 
semester system by September 
1974. 

All faculty will be encouraged 
to develop their courses with a 
“career” orientation, paying 
attention to work-study 
experiences and to solving 
community problems. ‘‘We want 
to prepare our graduates to work 
in business, industry, 
government, labor — in all 
areas,’’ he said. - mak il th? Aa 

Dr. Smith also stressed the 
need for more flexibility in the 
curricula of the coHege, as it 
moves to fulfill its mission as a 
comprehensive community 
college. He pointed out the need 
to use new techniques, such as 
advanced placement, time- 
shortened degree programs, and 
the external degree. 

One of the important points he 
emphasized was the fact that 


Referendum To

A resolution which would 
provide for the remuneration of 
Student Senate officers and the 
Social Activities chairman will 
be either accepted or rejected by 
the BCC student body in a 
referendum on April 26 and 27 
(the same day in which Student 
Senate elections take place). 


The “‘pay-scale”’ outlined in the 
proposal is broken down in the 
following manner. 


— The Senate President and 
the Social Activities Chairman 
would receive full payment of 


At the March 20 meeting of 
Student Senate, President 
Michael Supa introduced the 
proposal to the Senators. The 
resolution had already gained the 
overwhelming approval of the 
Senate’s Executive Board and 
was presented to the Senators for 
final ratification. 


However, after considerable 
debate, a motion was passed 
which sent the proposal to the 
student body in the form of a 
referendum. 


Under the proposal, the monies 
for payment would be included as 
a line item in the Student Senate 
budget each year. There would

Broome Community College 
must be more than the first two 
years of a four year college 
education. ‘‘We must be more 
responsive to the emerging needs 
of the community,” he stated. He 
also said there would be an active 
program to recruit blacks and 
other minority students. He 
wants women and blacks to be 
represented at all levels of the 
faculty and staff. 

He cited a new concept of 
transfer for the college. In 
addition to the traditional idea of 
transferring from BCC to a four- 
year school, he noted the need for 
students. to “transfer to work.”’ 
This would make it possible for a 
student to attend BCC for a while, 
then leave and go to work for a 
while, come back here and study 
for a while, ete. 

— AN ENLARGED 
BOOKSTORE is a_ must, 


according to Dr. Smith, and he ~ 


foresees the possibility of adding 
the current faculty dining room 
to the bookstore as early as this 
September. He hopes toadd more 
services to the bookstore as well 
as space. 

— THE ATHLETIC BOARD 
OF CONTROL would also be 
reorganized. It would _ 
expanded to 11 people — two 
administrators, one coach, two 
faculty members, five students 
elected by the entire student body 
and one alumnus. The director of 
athletics would be an ex officio 
member of the board, which 
would approve budgets, coaching 
assignments, and schedules, as 
well as evaluate coaches. Dr. 
Smith said he plans to have the 
mechanism in motion by May 1st

on the New York State Residency 
fee. 

If any officer is impeached by 
the Senate, retires, or is in any 
other way unable to continue 
holding his or her post, the 
remuneration would be _ halted 
immediately. 


In drawing up the resolution, 
the Executive Board contacted 
several State Universities and 
Community Colleges including 
SUNY Binghamton; SUNY 
Cortland, SUNY Buffalo, SUNY 
Albany, Corning CC, Monroe CC, 
Hudson CC, and Mohawk CC. In 
most cases it was found that 
student leaders were given much 
more than just their tuition. 
There were instances in which 
students had their entire room 


improve the quality of Senate 
officers. They also expressed 
fears that students would run for 
election with money as the sole 
motivating force, instead of a 
genuine concern for the welfare 


of the student body. Another 


argument raised against the 
proposal was that it wouldn’t be 
fair to the student body if the 
officers were doing a poor job. 


Supporters of the proposal also 
aired their views. 


President Supa stated that no 
one could be. sure that 
remuneration would improve the 
quality of Senate officers but 


when one considers the-time that ~ 


the officers give to their jobs, 
compensation is a must. He also 


. emphasized the importance of 


the provision in the resolution 
that each new Senate would have 
the power to revoke this policy. 
He cited this as a safeguard 
against the payment of officers 


Executive Board, as well as a 
candidate for the Senate 
Presidency, offered her support 
of the proposal, saying, “When 
you consider the overwhelming 
responsibility and exhausting 
work load which these people

(Senate officers and Social 
Activities Chairmen) have, it’s 
not that great a price to pay; 
especially when you compare the 
compensation given to student 
leaders elsewhere. Besides, I feel 
that it_would place additional 
pressure on the officers to do a 
better job.”

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BCC Reorganizes 


On Thursday, March 22, Dr. Sigmund Smith 
revealed his reorganizational plans to the faculty of 
BCC. Some people were shocked by his plans, some 
where satisfied, and others walked away in disbelief. 


THE FULCRUM feels that the plans Dr. Smith~ 
announced were just a start. For a person who has 
been on campus for two months, he has accomplished 
a lot. It takes a lot-of time and research to announce 
major changes such as doing away with 
administrative posts and asking for the undated 
resignations of each department head. 


It is evident there will be other changes in store for 
the Broome Community College academic 
community. These changes, however radical they 
may be, will certainly be welcome at a college which 
is running under the same structure set up over 
twenty-five years ago. 


Bookstore Policy 


Even though we have seen some improvement in 
the operation of the bookstore since the hours were 
expanded, there are a few changes we feel could still 
be made in the policies of the Campus Store. 

It is sometimes hard for students at BCC to get rid 
of their books from one year to another. Curriculums 
which use one-term books are the reason for the 
problems. Seniors at BCC are not around long enough 
to sell their books to the people who need them, so, 
everyone ends up buying brand new books term after 
term. 

The bookstore, under proper management, could 
set up a used bookstore somewhere on campus. This 
used bookstore could do two things: first, buy back 
books from students, depending upon whether or not 
the book will be used again. Usually, the purchase 
price will be one-half of what the book costs when 
new. The bookstore could then sell back these books to 
students who need them at a profit, thus eliminating 
the problem of keeping stocks of new books and 
running into inventory problems. Secondly, the 
bookstore could act as an agent on behalf of a student, 
where a student will set his own price on the book, the 
bookstore sells it for the student, and the store 
collects 10 percent of the selling price for acting as an 
agent. 

If these policies were to be undertaken, space would 
have to be made available somewhere on this campus 
for the used bookstore. We feel space could be made 
somewhere for this worthwhile and needed used 
bookstore. :

The event, the only nonmrock 
live concert on campus this year, 
is scheduled for the Little 
Theatre at 8:30.

Organized in 1961 under a 
Fromm Foundation grant at 
Tanglewood, the Dorian 
Woodwind Quintet has become an 
outstanding participant in the 
world of chamber music. It has 
concertised throughout America 
and Europe, and under State 
Department auspices, Africa, 
Asia, and the Near East. The 
Quintet holds the position of 
University-Wide  Artists-in- 
Residence for the entire State 
University of New York. In

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Students Open Their 
Own Building

On Tuesday, March 20, a new 
student service was brought into 
being on the Broome Community 
College campus. The service is 
that of The Union, the student 
recreation center. The Union, 
formerly called the X building for 
a lack of a better name, was 
turned over to the Student Senate 
earlier this academic year, due 
to the fact that the building would 
be vacated once the new business 
building opened. 

For recreational activities, The 
Union now has three ping-pong 
tables, two bumper pool tables 
and an area for card playing, 
chess, checkers and other 
activities. The card tables are set 
up in the lounge of The Union, 
which also has a fireplace and 
television set. Three billiard 
tables are on their way to 
campus, and should be in use by 
the end of the term. 

The Union also houses several 
offices. The FULCRUM, Student 
Senate, Social Activities 


Chairman, The CITADEL and 
the Coordinator of Student 
Activities are now located in the 
building, each office having been 
recently redecorated courtesy of 
Student Senate. The remodeling 
of the building itself (taking out 
walls, rewiring the electrical 
systems, etc.) was.done by the 
maintenance staff here on 
campus. 

Student Manager of The Union, 
Tom Nugent, announced that the 
Union will be open Monday 
through Friday from 9 a.m. to 8 
p.m., and that there is a 
possibility of being open Sunday 
evenings. Nugent heads a staff of 
six student workers who keep the 
building going while it is open. 
These students serve as 
attendants and *keep things in 
order. 

There are a few regulations 
concerning The Union right now, 
and a full list of rules and 
regulations will be published in 
the next issue of The FULCRUM. 
First, no food will be allowed in 
the lounge of the Union, but 
coffee or soda is all right. A 


student must surrender his I.D. 
card when signing out 
equipment, but the card will be 
returned when the equipment is. 
Costs for recreational activities 
in the Union is as follows: 


PING-PONG: 10 cents per half- 
hour - each student. 

BUMPER POOL: 15 cents per 
half-hour - each. student 

BILLIARDS: 25 cents per half- 
hour - each student 

USE OF LOUNGE: FREE 


Replacement fees are 10 cents 
for replacement of a ping-pong 
ball, and other equipment 
according to catalog price. 


A stereo system will soon be 
installed in the building with an.

At the present 
time there is a Coke machine and 
a 10 cent coffee machine. Other 
vending machines will be 
installed in the near future.

BLOOD DRIVE APRIL 9-11

Lately, many adages have 
sprung up attempting to convey 
the true nature of love.

“Love is giving a little of» 
yourself,’ according to Roger 
Marion of the health sciences 
department, . 

.,-You will have, the opportunity 
todo just exactly that next week, 
when the Broome County Blood 
Center will be conducting a blood 
drive on campus, headed by 
Marion. The drive will be 
conducted Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday in the SUB. The 
hours are 12:30 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
on April 9 and April 11, and 9:30 
a.m. to 1:30 p.m. on April 10. 


Any person in good health, 
between the ages of 18 and 59, and 
who also weighs at least 110 
pounds is eligible to donate blood. 
, Donations may be made every 
two to three months, with no 
more’ than five in any 12-month 
period. 


“A doctor and a registered 


nurse are always on hand to 
review medical histories, as well 
as‘ check temperatures, pulse, _ 
blood pressure, and hemoglobin. ~ 


It is estimated that the 
potential requirement for blood is 
over six million units a year, or 
over 10 units a minute. The blood 
is used to aid accident victims, to 
fight shock, and in surgery. The 
availability of blood makes 
possible such formidable 


operations as the resection of a 
lung or open heart surgery. 

The actual donation of a unit of 
blood takes a mere seven 
minutes, while the entire 
process, involving interviews, 
tests, and refreshments requires 
approximately 45 minutes. 

The Broome County Blood 
Center is an official agency of 
Broome County that is in charge 
of the collection of blood, as well 
as: the processing, storing, and 
delivery to the hospitals. 

The Red Cross helps with the 
recruiting of blood donors, and 


also provides canteen 
refreshments at each 
appointment. 


Public support of the blood 
program is essential. So let’s get 
out and give a little! 


Liberal Arts Grads Surveyed 


Most of Broome Community 
College’s Liberal Arts graduates 
last year have transferred to 
four-year colleges and 
universities, according to the 
annual survey conducted by the 
BCC Liberal Arts Division. 

A total of 82 per cent of the 
Class of 1972 graduates who 
returned the questionnaire sent 
them have continued their higher 
education. The exact number 
was 89 of the 109 who responded 
to the questionnaire. Of the 
remaining 20, 19 went to work 
and only one noted that he was 
unemployed. 

The division achieved a 44 per 
cent return on its survey, as 109 
of the 248 graduates responded. 
“This is a good percentage of 
return on this kind of a survey,” 
said Harold Hickey, director of 
the Liberal Arts division. 


“And it is especially gratifying 
for us to see that most of our 
graduates go on to four-year 
colleges, because that 
demonstrates that we are 
accomplishing our goal.” 

The goal of the Liberal Arts 
curriculum at BCC is to provide 
its graduates with the first two 
years of a four-year college 
education and to prepare them to 
transfer to four year schools. 

Of the 89 graduates who 
notified BCC that they 
transferred to four-year colleges, 
76 per cent went to State 
University campuses, 12 per cent 
went to private colleges in new 
York State, and 12 per cent went 
to schools out of the state. 

More graduates went to SUNY 
at Binghamton (19) and to 
Cortland (18) than any other 
college. BCC Liberal Arts 


graduates also transferred to 
Brockport, Oneonta, Geneseo, 
Plattsburgh, Cornell] 
Agricultural School, Fredonia, 
University of Rochester, Keuka 
College and Arizona State, to 
name a few. In all, they are now 
in 27 four-year colleges. 


“With few exceptions, all 

respondents were able to transfer 
all credits earned at Broome 
Community College,” Prof. 
Hickey said. ‘“‘D grades were 
frequently not transferred, 
however, and in a few instances 
credits not appropriate to the 
program the student entered 
were not transferred. 
_ “And 33 of the respondents 
indicated that their major field of 
study had been determined by 
their experience at BCC,” - he 
added.

A Plea For Reason and... 


Having spent five unforgivable 
years living in and around the 
city of Binghamton, I can now sit 
down with some ease to reflect on 
what the entire experience 
should have meant 
educationally. 

As an unassuming sophomore 
at Chenango Valley Jr.-Sr. High 
School (only recently 
transplanted from the west 
coast) this author found the 
climate, people and policy well 
directed but with no specific goal 
in mind. Even now as I sit in 
judgment of my fleeting past, the 
memories of high school and the 
transition to ‘“‘Broome Tech’ 
(now Broome Community 
College) gives me _ pause, 
discomfort and more often than 
not tastes of cold beer and 
glimpses of sweet young school 
girl faces. This is a uniqueness 
peculiar to the two year 
community college syndrome; 
the friendships which do not 
dissolve from high school and the 
home life which for all practical 
purposes allows only your 
bedroom to grow smaller and 
hopefully your horizons larger. Is 
this what the mobility of the two 
year community college here in 
Broome County was designed 
for? What of the real preparation 
for life, the rude awakening that 
once you as the prospective 
college student have completed 
either the terminal or non- 
terminal requirements 
(example: electrical technology 
or liberal arts) it will be time to 
strive off;.breaking the bonds 
which have..slowly begun to 
erode; casting one’s fate to the 
wind. j 

I repeat ‘is this the purpose’? I 
think not for even those of us who 
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me 


refer to BCC as ‘Front St. High’ 
or ‘Nimmonsburg University’ 
realize the potential powers 
fomenting . . . waiting in the 
wings. 

New college Presidents do not & 
signal automatic change, nor do % 
they carry out drastic policy = 
revision without the aid of organs 
of university government. For it 
is not the institution to which our 
pleas for change are directed, but 
rather only aggregates of people 
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working together in what 
hopefully is.| a common 
consensus. 


A new life has been infused into 
BCC, a new spirit to change, 
amend and dissolve. In order to 
change a sluggish apathetic giant 
into a well wilted state of 
normality we need what can only 
generally be referred to as ‘A 
Program’, not only presently, but 
for the graduate in his waning 
days. Listen critically to the cries 
for change in the early 60s and 
apply them to help remove the 
stigma that BCC is attached to so 
leechingly so that students of all 
curriculums may face new 
environments while still finding 
direction on campus. 

Through my contacts and 
frequent visits to campus I come 
away each time regretting there 
wasn’t more time to change 
policy within, while attending to 
connerns without. Yes, I sit in 
judgment of an_ institution 
(people-policy) that I attempted 
to understand and in some 
respects did. Look to the future 
gains and mold the process in 
reverse so that we the students in 
all realms may reap the fruits of 
our labor instead of gazing in 
retrospect of a plan and 
experience which should have 
meant many things educationally 
but didn’t. 
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WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) — 
1973 may be ‘the year of 
financial reckoning” for many 
state and land-grant universities, 
warns the research office of the 
nation’s largest association of 
that type of schools. 

The National Association of 
State Universities and Land- 
Grant Colleges cites a number of 
colleges and universities which: 
have been operating for several 
years on shoe-string budgets and 
now face major priority decisions 
to ensure their future. 

Cutbacks in state funding 

coupled with the elimination of a 
number ‘of federally funded 
programs threaten many 
institutions this year, says the 
association. 
“Early reports ... indicate that 
actual state appropriations will 
fall far short of institutional 
requests. After several years in 
which budgets have been tight, 
new programs have been 
forgotten and reserves have been 
depleted, cutbacks now will 
affect the most vital area of 
university operations on many 
campuses — the quality of 
academic programs.”’ 

Examples of the financial 
squeeze are numerous. 

The University of Minnesota 
enacted a temporary freeze on 
hiring in January and ordered an 
extensive review of its budget. In 
1972 a special student-faculty 
committee proposed the 
university reallocate part of the 
budget to higher priority items. 
The university cut the total 
budget 5.5 percent and 
redistributed the funds. 

A similar approach to financial 
problems was taken at the 
University of Utah which 
reallocated some $1.5 million in 
the 1971-72 academic year. 
Calling the situation ‘ta minor 
crisis,’’ university president 
Alfred C. Emery said, ‘“‘We have 
made major cuts in justifiable 
and worthwhile services to 
maintain quality education for 
our students. I hope that the 
people of the state can believe we 
are at a level where another 
austere year may do irreparable 
damage to the institution.” 

The cumulative effects of 
under-funding for institutions 
have been felt heavily by the 
state universities in Illinois, 
Missouri and Montana. 

In its fiscal 1974 budget 
request, the University of Illinois 
reminded the legislature of slim 
operating budgets since 1971 and 
said there were no reserves left. 


All possible budget cuts had been _ 


made to administrative units, 
physical plant and student 
services leaving only academic 
programs to face the axe, 
explained the school. Yet $16 
million was hewn from the 
budget by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education. The 
university has been forced to 
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open buildings with no operating 
funds and cut back the equipment 
budget by 50 percent. 


University of Missouri 
president C. Brice Ratchford told 
the Missouri House 


Appropriations Committee that 
his budget, ‘‘allows no room for 
quality improvement, which 
after three years of falling behind 
is badly needed.” 

President Robert T. Pantzer of 
the University of Montana called 
his budget a ‘‘stay alive’’ 
proposal. “It will not finance a 
viable quality university 
program. My view is that such 
staying alive will mean the 
university is ina coma and on the 
critical list.” 

Even when funds are allocated 
at parity with previous levels, 
budgets suffer due to inflation 
and priorities have to be 
reshuffled to make ends meet. 

Departments at the University 
of Iowa are now in their fourth 
consecutive year without 
increases in their general 
operating budgets. During those 
four years purchasing power fell 
25 to 30 per cent because of 
inflation. Book prices are rising 
15 percent a year and equipment 
is going up 7% percent. The 
university granted faculty pay 
increases of 212 percent while the 
cost of living soared 11 percent. 

Salary woes plague the 
University of Washington which 
watched as its average faculty 
salaries fell 9 percent behind the 
average of seven comparison 
universities in 1972. This year 
the gap widened to 12.4 percent 
below the average. Auburn 
University reports its salaries, 
which in 1968 were $1,400 below 
the national average, are now 
$2,000 below the national 
average. 

The report warns that 
inadequate funds may affect the 
basic. mission of higher 
education. It says virtually every 
public college and university in 
the nation is facing similar 
financial troubles and_ trends 
indicate the situation becoming 
worse — not better. 

Last year Michigan State 
University noted in its financial 
report, ‘By anticipating crisis, 
MSU has survived it. But there 
remains a serious question of 
how long the university can 
juggle priorities, put off needed 
improvements, and delay the 
implementation of certain 
academic and service programs 
without seeing its basic mission 
impeded; there is only so long 
that the university can 
vigorously pursue excellence 
without confidence that its 
programs will not stagnate for 
lack of support.” 

There is little doubt that most 
public colleges and universities 
will survive their financial crisis. 
The question remains, however 
— at what price survival?

FCC Rejects Petition 


(CPS) — The Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) recently rejected a student 
association petition protesting the American 
Broadcasting Company’s (ABC) refusal to 
broadcast a controversial football halftime 
show. 

The petition was placed by the Undergraduate 
Student Association (SA) at the State University 
of New York at Buffalo, and was prepared by the 
Stern Community Law Firm in Washington, D.C. 

The controversial halftime show was 
performed at the October 1970 Buffalo-Holy 


Cross football game, which was telecast by ABC. 


The petition said that the halftime show 
expressed the SA’s view on the Vietnam war, 
racism, and industrial pollution, and charged 
that ABC’s refusal to broadcast the show was 
based on a policy of not broadcasting material 
which the network thought represented a 
political demonstration. 

ABC claimed, however, that such political 
views were regularly covered on _ other 
programs, but that the format of the halftime 
show was inappropriate for the presentation of 
such material. : 

ABC substituted street scenes of Buffalo for 
the halftime show when the football game was 
broadcast. 

The FCC’s 6-1 decision, with Commissioner 
Nicholas Johnson dissenting, said that ABC’s 
policy. of presenting differing views to the public 
was clear. The FCC said that ABC’s decision 
was within the “‘degrees of discretion” allowed a 
licensee in choosing broadcast material, and 
was not based on reasons contrary to the public 
interest. 

The FCC refused to rule ona charge by the SA 


petition that they were unconstitutionally denied 
access to the media. The commission said that 
the First Amendment right of access is an issue 
now before the Supreme Court. 

The final version of the halftime show, which 
was the product of weeks of discussion and 
compromise between band members, University 
officials and others, began with a narrator 
saying that President Nixon watched a football 
game during the November 15, 1969 Moratorium 
Day march which drew some _ 500,000 
demonstrators to Washington, D.C. ‘“‘If, as last 
year, the President must watch TV on 
Moratorium Day, we can only hope that he is 
watching this game,” the narrator said. 

The band, playing ‘‘Eve of Destruction,’ 
marched onto the field in the shape of a bomb 
and then exploded. It then formed a peace 
symbol, playing ‘“‘Give Peace a Chance’”’ and 
“We Shall Overcome”’ as a dedication to the 
“peaceful .. picketing days’ of the peace 
movement. 

A rock band then played “A Message From a 
Black Man,” which was followed by the 
marching band’s formation of the letters MLK, 
in honor of the late Martin Luther King, and a 
rendition of “‘Smile on Your Brother.’ 

Another rock band played ‘For What It’s 
Worth,” as the band marched to form a factory 
belching dry ice ‘“‘smoke” from its chimneys. 

The band then formed an outline map of the 
United States and pinpointed such spots as 
Jackson, Mississippi and Kent, Ohio, while the 
rock band. played Crosby, Stills, Nash and 
Young’s ‘‘Ohio.”” The band marched off the field 
playing ‘‘America the Beautiful,’ as the rock 
band played ‘‘Street Fighting Man.” 


Closer involvement for 
everyone, flexibility, more work 
for college financial aid staffs. 
That seems to sum up the opinion 
of the individuals who will make 
the Student Loan Guaranty 
Program operate under the new 
federal guidelines effective 
March 1, 1973. The consensus is 
that it will work. It can help or 
hinder the one person for whom it 
is designed: the student. 

It looks like the new federal 
revisions will make it more 
difficult for some students to 
obtain the large loans they 


readily were granted in the past. - 


The intent of Congress is to see 
that students borrow only what 
they need, that parents assist 
their children when able, and 
that middle income families 
receive some help to finance the 
rising costs of educating their 
children. 

There will be federal subsidy of 


interest payments for middle 
income families that never 
received that benefit before. 
The revisions are a part of the 
federal government’s Education 
Amendments of 1972, passed last 
June and originally scheduled to 
take effect on July 1, 1972./When 
nationwide misunderstandings 
and differences in interpretation 
of the federal amendments 
developed, President Nixon 
asked Congress to. move the 
effective date of the changes in 
the law forward to March 1; 1973. 
The President based his request 
on the contention that more time 
was needed for clarifying the 
Amendments before putting 
them to work in the field. The 
interim, between passage of the 
Amendments and the 
Congressional vote of August 19 
postponing implementation, 
found student loan programs 
throughout the country at a

virtual standstill. On August 19 
Congress then voted to delay the 
changes, thus assuring students 
of loans under the old law for the 
Fall college term. 


The next step was for the 
federal government to devise 
new guidelines to provide for the 
smooth and orderly introduction 
of a ‘“‘needs test’? concept, only 
those students who can’t get 
sufficient help from their parents 
to finance. all their. educational 
costs will qualify .to have the 
federal government subsidize the 
interest payments on their loans. 
For the first time, the student 
with adjusted family income 
above $15,000 will be eligible for 
interest subsidy if he qualified 
under the ‘‘needs test’ for the 
loan. This should help large 
families and those. with more 
than one student enrolled in 
college to obtain loans. 


Lawrence Sitterlee To Retire 


Lawrence J. Sitterlee, who was 
the second man hired by the 
college 27 years ago, will retire at 
the end of the current academic 
year, Broome Community 
College President Sigmund A. 
Smith has disclosed. 

Mr. Sitterlee is the chairman of 
the electrical technology 
department, a post he has held 
since September 15, 1947. That’s 
when the college first opened its 
doors to students at the old State 
Armory under the name of the 
New York State Institute of 
Applied Arts and Sciences at 
Binghamton. 

He is taking an_ early 
retirement, and his future plans 
include spending much of his 
time traveling on his 32-foot 
Richardson Twinscrew cabin 
cruiser with his wife Ann, who 
retired last year as an 
elementary school teacher. 

When he became the first 
employee of the college to be 
hired by President Cecil C. 
Tyrrell on Oct. 1, 1946, he had 
already spent 11 years in 
industry working for Lyon Radio, 
Crucible Steel and General 
Electric Corp., allin Syracuse, as 
well as the Rochester Gas & 
Electric Corp. In addition, he had 
taught for seven years at Canton 
Tech. 

He is a graduate of Clarkson 
College of Technology, from 
which he earned his bachelor and 
Masters degrees in electrical 
engineering. 

While at BCC, he organized and 
chaired the electrical technology 


department, directed the 
cooperative work program from 
1948 until it was suspended in 
1971, and served on the Executive 
Committee. 

He has also served on many 
accreditation teams visiting 
other colleges, for both the

and the Engineers Council for

QUESTION: Recently I have cured a bag of 
marijuana by developing mold upon it using 
sugar water. This procedure seems to enhance 
the quality of the marijuana, is this so? Are there 
any dangers involved in possible intoxicants 
produced by the mold? 

ANSWER: Placebo (plah-se-bo): a 
preparation given for its psychological effect. 
Nice try, but the effects of marijuana are due 
entirely to the concentration of tetrahydrocan- 
nabinol (THC) and the circumstances under 
which the marijuana is taken. Most molds are 
fairly friendly and it is hard to believe that 
smoking them would produce any toxins. Some 
people are terribly allergic to molds, however, 
and I shouldn’t doubt that inhaling them would 
be uncomfortable or dangerous to such people. 
As you are probably aware, penicillin is 
produced by a mold. If in the course of your 
experimenting you become remarkably cured of 
some plague or infection, please write to me 
immediately. 


QUESTION: Can a woman become pregnant if 
she has intercourse only during her period and at 
no other time? My girlfriend is using this as her 
only method of birth control. Her boyfriend 
insists she cannot get pregnant and I say that. it 
is possible. If he sees it in print, maybe he will 
believe me. j 
ANSWER: I guess its time for my: biennial 
missive on the subject. In case you’ ve wondered, 
pregnancy occurs when intercourse takes place 
close enough to ovulation so that a sperm and an- 
egg are in the same place about the same time. 
In the usual 28 day ovulatory cycle, 
menstruation (popularly called the period) is a 


‘’ very safe time to have intercourse. But, cycles ~ 


vary in length, even for the same woman. Thus, 

when a woman’s menstrual cycle is very short, 

ie. under 21 days, she could be finishing her 
period at the same time she is ovulating. This 
may be the last time she will ovulate for a long 
time, if she happens to have intercourse at this 

_ juncture. 

: Your very trusting girlfriend and her slightly 

clever boyfriend seem too willing to engage in a 
potentially dangerous situation and also limit 
their sexual contacts to a very few number of 
days in a month. Instead of their current 
approach they might consider using real, 
genuine, birth control. Physicians, some campus 
health centers and off campus clinics often 
provide excellent services in this area. If your 
friends do not want to avail themselves of 
professional services, there are still two other 
alternatives. They can take themselves to a 
nearby drug store and buy condoms and 
contraceptive foam or they can engage in 
mutual petting to climax which is free of hazards 
and requires no special equipment. An excellent 
$2.95 general book on contraception is: “A 
Textbook of Contraceptive Practice’ by Peel 
and Potts. Cambridge Univ. Press. 1969.

my sex life. At first I thought the problem was 
my boots. I have tried all sorts of commercial 
foot and shoe sprays and have even used such 
things as lysol and baking soda. I bathe daily, 
but the smell continues. What can I do? I have 
checked my toes and toe nails and there doesn’t 
seem to be any fungus or infection. 

ANSWER: Foot odor is caused by bacterial 
action on perspiration. Anything which enhances 
perspiration and keeps the feet moist tends to 
increase foot odor. Some people, however, do 
have particularly odoriferous feet. This can 
occur in spite of normal cleanliness and other 
measures, as you have indicated. These people 
should be especially cautious not to wear vinyl 
boots and shoes and would probably be better off 
with shoes that have leather soles as well. In 
addition, many socks made of synthetics tend to 
retain moisture more than cotton or wool and 
this only makes the problem worse. 


The following simple suggestions usually help 
reduce the problem, even if they do not eliminate 
it completely. Feet should be carefully washed 
and, most importantly, be thoroughly dried 
before you put them in your shoes. The excessive 
use of powders is not recommended since they 
tend to cake up and trap odors. What might be 
helpful is the application of an underarm spray 
deodorant to your feet. This should decrease the 
amount of sweating that takes place and one 
reader told me it has worked wonders for him. If 
you do try this, make sure that you do not 
develop irritations from the antiperspirant. In 
warm or hot weather, you might find it to your 
advantage to wear sandals since the more 
ventilation, the better. 


QUESTION: How long should a donor wait to 
donate blood after experiencing asthma or 
hayfever in order to insure that nothing in his 
blood would cause harm or discomfort to the 
eventual recipient? 


ANSWER: Blood is accepted from people with 
asthma or allergies. But, such people should not 
give blood on a day when they have had an 
asthmatic attack or if their allergies cause 


‘difficulties. If they have received a 


desensitization shot, they should wait one week 
before donating. The use of antihistamines and 
most other medications that prevent an attack of 
asthma, do not prevent a person from being 
accepted as a blood donor. The guiding principle 
behind accepting blood donors is that they should 
not have anything in their blood which could 
cause a reaction or infection in a recipient. It is 
believed that there may be substances in the 
blood of people with certain types of active 
allergic reactions that could produce similar 
reactions in recipients..

ones in the vaginal area. Even more recently he 
has developed a wart on the shaft of his penis. Is 
it possible that we are passing this condition 
back and forth? He has been to a dermatologist 
about his warts, but nothing seems to get rid of 
them. Any advice? 


ANSWER: Warts are an infectious disease. They 
are caused by a virus and the best guess is that 
all warts are probably caused by the same virus 
but look different depending upon the part of the 
body that is infected. With the exception of warts 
in the genital area and the soles of the feet, they 
usually occur on uncovered parts of the body. 
The wart grows in the superficial layers of the 
skin and does not invade the deeper tissues. The 
very helpful expert on warts that I queried, told 
me that warts are encouraged by skin irritation 
and he assured me that they could be spread 
from one part of the body to another. Therefore, 
it is possible that your venereal warts did come 


from your boyfriend. However, it would be hard- 


to tell whether the wart on his penis came from 
you or from himself, unless he is so inventive 
that he gets through each day without touching 
his own penis. 


While uncomfortable and ugly, warts are not 
dangerous, therefore in the words of a printed 
source I consulted: “Heroic treatment is not 
indicated.” Non venereal warts are usually 
removed by cutting them off the surface of the 
skin if they do not disappear spontaneously. 
Another method is to freeze them with liquid 
nitrogen or other such means. Warts on the 
surface of the foot (planter warts) require more 
vigorous cutting since they are pressed inward 
by the weight upon them. The venereal wart is 
treated by the application of a topical poison 
which is usually successful in one or two tries. If 
not, they can often be taken off with a special 
instrument. haar 


From your letter I would suggest that your 
boyfriend definitely make another attempt to get 
rid of the warts on his fingers and on his penis. 
Until you both get rid of them, I am sad to say, he 
should keep his fingers away from your genital 
area unless he wears surgical gloves. In 
addition, use of a condom during this time would 
also be wise. 


QUESTION: I have been told that infectious 
mononucleosis is communicable by oral saliva, 
but I was wondering if it could also be 
transmitted by intercourse. 


ANSWER: The means of communicability of 


infectious mononucleosis has not been proven. 
Saliva has often been accused of transmitting the 
infection, but there is no evidence to back up the 
claim. At least with regard to acquiring 
infectious mono, intercourse should be no more 
dangerous than kissing. | 
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Methaqualone 


(CPS) — Methaqualone, a popular “downer” 
often regarded as ‘‘safe”, is reported in the 
March 29 issue of Rolling Stone magazine tobe in 
fact addicting and potentially fatal. 

Methaqualone — known commercially ° as 
Sopor, Quaalude, Optimil, Mandrax and Parest 
— is a central nervous system depressant, often 
prescribed as a sedative and a sleeping pill. 

The drug has become increasingly popular 
within the past few years. 

“We had Quaalude here in the Haight briefly in 
68,”’ said Dr. George Gay, director of clinical 
activities at the Haight-Asbury Medical Clinic in 
San Francisco, in an interview. “Then it faded, 
probably because of the smack epidemic. In ’68 
and °69 there was a lot of up-down scene, 
following the big speed era . . . Then in 1971 the 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs 
started scheduling drugs, and _ barbs 
(barbiturates) became harder go get — though 
of course there are still twice as many barbs 
manufactured as are sold by prescription. 

“Then Quaalude showed up in Florida and 
Washington, D.C. It started becoming noticeable 
here in ’71 and has increased greatly in the last 
year.” 

One methaqualone user in 1971 described the 
drug: ‘“‘Other downs bring me down. I just fall 
out, soT have to fight them and by the time I stop 
fighting, I’m not high anymore. Quaalude calms 
me down and makes me mellow and loose. I 
want to dance, talk, dance, cook; I can even 
drive on it. AndI can make love on it very nicely. 
But I don’t lose control at all and there’s no 
hangover. I’m always alert the next morning.” 

Under the influence of methaqualone, a person 
will feel “relaxed to the drooping point, 
comfortable, confident and consequently 
uninhibited, communicative and generous.” 

Methaqualone causes speech to be slurred, 
and muscles to be uncoordinated. On higher

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doses of the drug, coordination becomes more 
difficult because of muscular tremors, which are 
suspected to be symptoms of partial anaesthesia 
of the muscles. 

According to Rolling Stone, an overdose of 2.4 
grams can result in coma and convulsion, and 
death has been known to follow a dose as low as 
eight grams. “A dose higher than the sleeping 
dose can depress tracheo-bronchial reflexes to a 
dangerous degree — so that if you were to vomit 
in your sleep, you could choke to death.” 

Overdose and fatal dose levels are much lower 
in persons who are users of barbiturates, 
phenobarbs or alcohol. It is also possible for a 
person to become so relaxed on methaqualone 
that they would forget how many they had taken. 

“Qualitatively and quantitatively,’ said Gay, 
“there is no discernable difference between 
Quaalude or Sopor and reds, the barbiturates. 
Quaalude has all the bad qualities of barbs. It’s a 
respirator depressant, and when it’s taken in 
combination with other downs or alcohol there is 
an addictive effect. It can totally suppress 
breathing. 

‘And although the drug companies and the 
Physicians’ Desk Reference (PDR) don’t 
acknowledge this, it is addicting. Ten Quaaludes 
a day for a month is enough to give you a 
physical habit, such that if you stop flat, cold 
turkey, you will exhibit the prodrome to 
convulsions, just like a barbiturate addict: 
sweating, disturbed sleep and nightmares, 
white-knuckled tension. Methaqualone has only 
been popular for a relatively short time, and I 
have no doubt that soon we’ll be seeing addicts 
with heavy enough habits that they actually will 
go into convulsions.” 

According to Gay, the Physicians’ Desk 
Reference contains no material warning a 
doctor about methaqualone. If a doctor were to 


look up Parest in the PDR, Gay said, it would

only recommend against prescribing to an 
“addictive personality.” “The poor overworked 
doc gets big boxes of samples from the drug 
company, looks up in the PDR and nothing there 
says it’s addictive, it looks clean, and so he starts 


passing them out. He doesn’t know he’s doing pA 


anything harmful.’ 

Gay added that there are doctors now who sign 
prescriptions to huge amounts of the drug, and 
he suspects there may be some kickback going 
on between the pharmacist and the prescription 
doctor. 

Gay, who is a special consultant to the Food 
and Drug Administration, believes that 
methaqualone will be rescheduled soon. 
“Senator Birch Bayh is concerned about 
Quaaludes and has been making addresses about 
it. The Committee wants to move methaqualone 
up to Schedule 2, up there with cocaine, 
morphine, methadone and amphetamine, and 
though everything is up in the air right now, I’m 
pretty certain that will happen soon. : 

“There are a lot of reasons why people have 
taken to methaqualone, of course. There’s the 
ex-speeders. Then there’s the attraction of its 
sensual pleasantness and its mystique as a love 
drug, and orgy drug. It does release inhibitions, 
but for sex it’s about the same as alcohol — as 
Shakespeare said, ‘It increaseth the desire but 
taketh away the performance.’ For the man that 
is. It tends to make sex impossible. 

“Then there’s the difficulty of getting grass 
and other drugs, from time to time in various 
places. It does, after all, make you high, give you 
the feeling that you’ve taken a drug. And finally, 
I don’t think you can ignore the sociology of 
downers. People are bored-and depressed in the 
doldrums of the Nixon years. 

“But what a drug to take. It has all the 
possible disadvantages a drug can have. It’s a 
garbage drug, a real drug of abuse.”

Dorian Quintet Next Week 


“With the formation of THE © 


DORIAN QUINTET in 1961, five 
dynamic young musicians 
became major innovators in the 
field of chamber music. It was 
founded in Tanglewood under the 
auspices of the Fromm 
Foundation when Aaron Copland 
described them as ‘‘an 
outstanding group of young 


instrumentalists. The 1961 
Tanglewood season was 
highlighted by their 
performances.” 

After its New York debut in the 
Fall of 1961 there were 


enthusiastic comments from the 
press. Said the New York Times’ 
critic: ‘‘They are superb young 
instrumentalists who are gifted 
and up-to-date. Their program 
was fresh and vital in the most 
exciting way. The skill was there, 
the approach was sound, the 
enterprise was extraordinary 
and the musical values 
enormous.” 

Since the Quintet’s triumph at 
Tanglewood, the ensemble has 
become a major contributor to 
chamber music in the United 
States. Their recent successes 
are overwhelming. In December 
1969 the Quintet premiered at the 
Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. in Morton 
Subotnick’s ‘‘Misfortunes of the 
Immortals’. This particular 
work is a concert for woodwind 
quintet, tape, lights, and two 
films with additional music by 
Beethoven, Pergolesi, Rossini, 
and Mozart. The work also has 
excerpts from films by Carl 
Linder and original footage 
filmed by Kris Malkiewicz at the 
California Institute of the Arts, 
and was commissioned by the 
Dorian Woodwind Quintet. The 
work was repeated on the New 
Music Series at Hunter College, 
New York, February 1971. 
Washington audiences also heard 
them at the Library of Congress 
ina conventional program as did 
Hunter College audiences. In 
addition to cross-country, sold- 
out U.S. tours, the Quintet 
concertized widely in Europe. In 
December 1969 it toured Europe 
for two weeks of concerts and 


recordings,’ and again the 
following spring under the 
auspices of our State Department 
as well as the Far East (India, 
Ceylon, Iran, and Cyprus). The 
Quintet is also University-wide 
Artists-in-Residence for the State 
University of New York. In 
addition, the ensemble recently 
joined the artist faculty of 
Brooklyn and Hunter Colleges as 
their resident woodwind quintet. 
Besides its sold-out concert tours 
for CAMI and conventional 
pedagogic activities, worthy of 
special mention is the month the 
Dorian Quintet spent in the State 
of Arizona under the auspices of 
Arts for Indian America, 
performing for and talking with 
Indian children and adults. - 


The Dorian Quintet opened its 
1962-63 season with a five-week 
debut tour of Europe, highlighted 
by a special invitation to 
participate in the International 
Warasw Autumn Festival. A 
Warsaw critic wrote: ‘‘The 
Dorian Quintet with their perfect 
performance’ evoke enthusiasm 
and envy; an ensemble of this 
type has never before been heard 
in Poland.” 


In London they initiated a new 
series of concerts presented by 
the American Embassy there. 


Wrote the London Daily 
Telegraph & Post: ‘‘An 
exceptionally gifted American 
wind quintet. These 


outstandingly talented young 
players offered an unusually 
compact and blended tone, 
immaculate ensemble and an 


enterprising choice of program.” 


In Waterford, Dublin, 
Amsterdam, Paris Radio and in 
five German concerts including 
Darmstadt and Hamburg, they 
were hailed as ‘‘one of the most 
engaging and interesting groups 


in the world of chamber music.” 


Upon returning from Europe, a 
seven-week tour of the United 


States and Canada was 
undertaken. In addition to 
regular engagements the 


ensemble gave a series of eight 
concerts for Indian children in 
New Mexico. 


> 


Adventure, both musical, 
intellectual and _ personal 
occurred the following season 
when the Quintet was invited to 
tour Africa. During a four-month 
period they gave 36 
performances and workshops in 
20 cities before audiences 
numbering in the thousands. The 
countries visited included the 
Republic of the Congo, 
Cameroon, Ghana, Sierra Leone, 
Liberia, Mauritania, Nigeria and 
Morocco. The Dorian Quintet was 
the first classical group to be sent 
to Africa under the aegis of the 
U.S. Department of State. The 
group’s overwhelming success 
opened the door for other 
ensembles of this kind. A five- 
week tour of Europe followed 
which included Vienna, Berlin, 
Brussels, London, Dublin and 
Reykjavik in Iceland. For the 
BBC the ensemble presented the 
radio premiere of Gunther 
Schuller’s ‘‘Wind Quintet.” A 
third tour of the United States 
followed, and now the demand is 
such that they devote specified 
periods of time to concertize here 
every season. 

The Quintet introduced an 
important audience-building plan 
to universities throughout the 
country. It is called the 
“Extended Engagement Plan for 
Chamber Music Arrtists.’’ It 
consists of the group remaining 
for a few days in a community to 
present evening performances 
(with different programs), open 
rehearsals, informal seminars or 
workshops and readings of 
student compositions, and 
coaching of student or non- 
professional groups. It has been 
recognized and adopted by the 
New York State Council on the 
Arts and is in use nationwide. 

The Quintet will appear here 
on Aprilll « 

Thus, these _ brilliantly 
endowed young artists are 
superlative musicians, highly 
creative programmers, pioneers 
in the far regions of the world and 
innovators in audience building. 
They are in the words of one 
European reviewer, “*a. 
revelation’’.
